The City Council has decided to 


place the rights of the citizens in | 


respect of the gas franchise in the 


hands of the board of public utili- 
ties without further reference to 
the electors, A.piece of paw leg- 
islation of most extraordinary 
diisacter passed by the Alberta 
legislature at its last regular ses- 
sion enables/them to do this. This 
snap legislation contradicts a 
fundamental principle of the char- 


ter and of common justice as well, | 


namely, that an agreement which 
required'the assent off the burges- 
ses or property-owning taxpayers, 
cannot ‘be amended except with 


their consent. This extraordinary | 


legislation provides that in the 
case of the city of Edmonton—- 
and.mot in that of any other city, 
town or village in Alberta—the 
city council may by resolution 
place the power to amend the 1915 
agreement as to rates made with 
the gas company, in the hands of 
the ‘board of public utilities for 
their absolute decision. 

The council is supposed to rep- 
resent the citizens, who will jhave 
to pay the gas rates. The eitizens 
and the company agreed in 1915 
what the rates should be. /The 


company has failed to deliver gas | 


as agreed. The city entered action 
for the voidance of the,agreement. 
It is conceivable that a revision of 
the agreed-upon rates might be 
warranted, But if there is to-be 
any such revision ‘the city commis- 


sioners and council should make it | 


on ‘behalf of the citizens, While 
the council decline to represent 
the citizens in fixing the rate for 
gas, they readily agree to with- 
draw the action entered against 
the gas company for default, They 
might, under the peculiar legisla- 
tion applied to our special case, 
have made the withdrawal of the 
action,a condition of the company 
agreeing to what they (the coun- 
cil) considered a fair rate for gas, 
But they have agreed to withdraw 
the action and let the utilities 
board fix the rate. The city not 
only loses its right to say ‘how 
much its citizensshall pay for gas, 
under the provincial legislation, 
but it loses its leverage on the com- 
pany for securing a fair rate by 
the yaction of its own council 
through their withdrawal of the 
suit for default. 

Throughout the negotiations as 
between the gas company and the 
council it ;-has been a case of 
‘heads I win, tails you lose.’’ The 
company is to put up $20,000 as 
expense or damages to the city, 
and $50,000-as a forfeit in case 
they do not live up to their con- 
tract this time. But although the 
company is indebted to the city in 
the sum of $20,000 under the orig 
inal agreement, the city does not 
get the money until it has with. 
drawn the suit for forfeiture and 


placed the question of rates unre. | 


servedly in the hands of theyutili 
ties board. ‘Nhe $50,000 forfeit 19 
not put up until the award of ihe 
utilities board asyto rates has been 
made. The company pays tie 
$20,000 that it owes and gets the 
suit withdrawn. It puts up the 
#50,000 if theyrates fixed by the 
utilities board are high enough Lo 
suit it. If the rates are not high 
enough the company will simply 
continue ingdefault and the city 
will have to start action all over 
again to recover the franchise, [t 
will probably cost much more than 
$20,000 to bring)the case to where 
it As now ‘besides loss of no one 
knows how much more time.

The delay in deciding on a new 
} executive head for the National 
railway system naturally raises 
the question: ‘‘What is the matter 
with the present management’ 
The ready auswer is: ‘‘The enor- 
mous deficits.’’ If these deficits are 
the result of incompetent manage 


ment then there is need for a 
quick and radical change. But if 
they are the result of cireum- 


stances and conditions outside the 
control of the present or any 
other management the case is en 
tirely different. We do not get 
anywhere by ‘‘kidding ourselves”’ 
with the idea that a change of 
management will cure the deficit 
unless that is really and truly pos- 
sible. 

A change in management is not 
a change in ownership. And so 
long as the people own the road 
| they will demand at the polls a 
standard of service, and efficieney 
in that service that may make the 
cure of deficits impossible, Nor is 
it by any means certain that a 


the measure or quality of service 
| would be to the country's greatest 
advantage. 

Assuming that the objective of 
the management were simply to 
reduce the deficits, there is no 
doubt that given a free hand they 
could eut out deficits on cost of 
operation. But, first, they are not 
given a free hand; and, second, 
the reduction or wiping out of op- 
erating deficits only would not 
affect deficits on capital account, 
Interest on capital cost has to be 
paid either out of sarplus earnings 
of the railway or out of the na 
tional treasury, There must be in- 
creased traffe if interest is ever 
io be paid on capital cost out of 
earnings. To get inereased traffic 
there must be imereased vrodue.
